Washington, September 5.—Prep- 
arations for advancing upwards of 
a billion dollars in ‘agricultural 
and livestock credits under recent 
legislation have virtually been com- 
pleted by the war finance corpora- 
tion, officials said tonight. The 
%corporation probabl: will be ready 
within the next week or so to func: 
tion under its enlarged powers de- 
signed to afford needed credit relief 
to the farmers, it was said. 

To expedite the advances execu- 
tive committees are being formed 
in agricultural and stock raising 
sections of the west and south and 
will 
of applications, making the neces- 
Sary investigations and determin- 
ing the adequacy of securities of- 
fered. Ten or fifteen sugh commit- 
tees are being formed now and 
others will be added as the amount 
of business in the different locali- 
ties warrants. 

The corporation’s policy for fi- 
nancing advances, officials asserted, 
has not yet been definitely decided, 
but it is helieved that little of the 
$400,000.000 balance with the treas- 
ury will be used for agricultural 
credits. Demands may be made on 
the treasury to make the first loans, 
officials declared. but as soon Aas 
the volume of needed credits can 
be guaged, it Is believed the cor- 
poration will begin issuing its own 
bonds. Current operations of the 
corporation in financing exports are 
being carried on almost exclusively 
out of a revolving fund automati- 
cally established by the renayments 
being made on the approximately 
$100,000,000 in advances now out- 
standing.

demand for raw cotton and cotton 
goods constitutes a fact of funda- 
méntal importance with far-veach- 
ing consequences to the whole 
country,” said Eugene Meyer, 
director. of the War Finance corpo- 
ration, in a statement today. 

“Tt means that thirteen southern 
states witha population approximat- 
ing 30,000,000, whose buying power 
has been reduced to a minimum 
since the beginning of this year, 
are being restored to a normal 
purchasing power. 

“The south is normally a great 
market for the natural products, in 
raw and finished form, of the west 
and of the manufactured goods of 
the east and the middle west. 

“from now on the south should be 
larger consumers of corn and meat 
products of the middie west, of the 
shoes and clothing that are made 
from the hides and wool of the 
northwest, of furniture and auto- 
mobiles, of fertilizer and agricul- 
tural] implements and all other 
forms of manufactured goods. This 
will have a direct effect upon the 
employment of industrial labor.” 

Mr. Meyer also favors the pas- 
sage of the Townsend-Winslow rail- 
road funding bill as one of the best 
ways of relieving unemployment. He 
igures that this would not only 
permit the railroads to give unem- 
ployment to large numbers of men 
in improving equipment, but that 
it would stimulate the lumber, min- 
ing and steel industries.

Macon, Ga., September 6.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The estate of the late Fred 
D. Shepard, around whose death 
centered the alleged poison plot 
which resulted in the arrest of his 
wife, now Mrs. F. E. Elmer; Mrs. 
W. L. Henry, his wife's sister; ‘Er- 
nest Hopson, his wife’s son by a 
former marriage, and Mrs. Annie 
Cutts, will be sold tomorrow at 
public outcry, at Perry, according 
to an announcement made by Ordi- 
nary I. T. Woodard, of Houston 
county. 

At the same time the estate of 
Fred Shepard is sold, the property 
of Alfred Shepard, his father, will 
also be sold. The property of both 
the young and elder Shepard is said 
to be worth more than $750,000, the 
estate containing property in all 


parts of the state. . 
J. F. Roberts, state tax agent, 


working out of the office of H. J. 
Fullbright, tax commissioner of 
Georgia, passed through Macon to- 


day en route to Perry, where he 
will notify Louis Brown, adminis- 
trator of the estate of both Shep- 
hards, that the state holds a lien 
against the estates for the inheri- 
tance and back taxes.

IN STRIKE CASES 


Conspiracy to Prevent 
Employees From Work- 
ing Charged to Pittman 
and A., B. & A. Strikers. 


SHOOTING OF ENGINEER 
AND RIOT CAUSE PROBE 


Hearing Will Be Given 
the Indicted Men Today. 
All Are Now at Liberty 
in Bond. 


Fitzgerald, Ga., September 5,— 


(Special.)—Nineteen men, including 


Mayor J. L. Pittman. of Fitzgerald, 
were indicted today by the Ben 


Hill superior court grand jury des! 
the blanket charge of “interfering 


with employees” in connection with 


strike troubles and the wrecking of 


the Atlanta, Birmingham and At- 
lantic railroad freight train recent- 
ly near Cordele, with dynamite. 

The Ben Hill county grand jury 
on Monday returned a blanket in- 
dictment covering the nineteen men. 
According to the bill, the charges 
are the outgrowth of the riot be- 
tween strikers and deputy sheriffs 
on the night of July 5, which fol- 
lowed the shooting of Engineer W. 
T. Reid, while he was operating his 
engine in the Fitzgerald yards. 

Not Specific, 

The indictment was no more spe- 
cific. It did not explain the in- 
dictment. of Mayor Yittman with 
the strikers, except to charge him 
With conspiracy with the latter. 

Late Monday night most of the 
indicted men had inged sepa- 
rate bonds of $500 each and were at 
liberty. The warrants for their ar- 
rest were sworn out and served as 
Soon as the indictment was re- 
turned. Of the 19 men, two were 
engineers, two trainmen, ten shop 
employees, two conductors, one 
clerk and one fireman, all of the 
strikers at Fitzgerald.

Continued en Page 4, Column 6, 


OPTIMISM MARKS 
~ LEAGUE SESSION 


Dutch Minister Van Kar- 

nebeek Elected to Per- 
manent Presidency of 
Important Assembly. 


Geneva, September 5.—(By the 
Associated Press.)\—The second as- 
sembly of the league of nations be- 
San its sessions today in an at- 
mosphere of optimism and with as 
much enthusiasm as might reason- 
ably be expected from so sober a 
hody It was demonstrated at the 
outset that the popular branch of 
the league was meeting entirely 
free from a prearranged program. 

The assembly was called to order 
and heard the opening address of 
Dr. Wellington Koo, of China, 
without having any idea as to who 
might be selected as permanent 
president. Half a dozen candidates 
had been vaguely mentioned in the 
past few days but the real canvas 
of principals’ began yesterday with 
the arrival of the important delega- 
tions. 

The only business transacted in 
the morning was the election of a 
committee on credentials and it was 
not until the luncheon recess that 
the delegates cou'd exchange notes 
as to their choice of presiding of- 
ficer. South America came forward 
with Dr. Gastoa Da Cunha, of Brazil, 
and Dr. Juan Carlos Blanco, Urgua- 
yan minister at Paris, while there 
was a very important movement in 
favor of H. A. Van Karnebeek, 
Dutch minister of foreign affairs. 
who was eventually elected to the 
presidency. 

Women Represented. 

Count Mensdorff, of Austria, and 
Professor Panaretoff, former Bul- 
garian minister at Washington, who 
represented Bulgaria pending the 
arrival of M. Stambuliwisky, the 
premier, and Bishop Noli, of Al- 
bania, new members of the league, 
were the object of attention when 
Dr. Koo welcomed them to the as- 
sembly. Count Mensdorff was fur- 
ther honored by his selection as the 
first of all the officials of the as- 
sembly when he was named on the 
committee on credentia!s.

The state owns no private proper- 
ty. as the Western and Atlantic 
railroad in Georgia, forinstance; but 
the ad valorem rate is low; and the 
assessments are made, by law, 
upon a “6@ per cent of a reasonable 
cash valuation.” This is not rigidly 
enforced, however. Assessments are 
not rigidly enforced around a legal 
standard anywhere unless a State, 
like North Carolina, to illustrate, or 
Louisiana, shall have taken the bull 
by the horns and enacted a sharp 
revaluation law, and then en- 
forced it. 

In Alabama the assessments are 
more correctly. stated as being on a 
pasis of 40 rather than 60 per cent; 
and there is a great deal of. prop- 
erty not yet brought to the tax 
ment of values. These things are 
being remedied, however. 
reguiar legislature, which met in 
1919—Alabama. has the quadrennial] 
session law—stablished a state tax 
commission, enacted a fairly strong 
equalization law, provided for a 
system of county adjusters, made 60 
per cent the basis of valuations— 
and the work of bringing the ad 
valorem assessments up to that 
basis, with zone uniformity, is mer- 
rily progressing, with an occasional 
“cussing out,” here and there, about 
like the same work is progressing 
in Georgia. 

Last Assembly 
Revised Tax System. 

The last legislature, indeed, was 
responsible for a complete revision 
of the revenue laws of the State, 
including enactment of the equali- 
zation law, the revolutionizing. of 
county systems of assessments, the 
establishment of the state tax com- 
mission, the county adjusters or 
equalizers, the revision of the 
license. taxes downward, the impos- 
ing of light privilege taxes on nat- 
ural resources, the enactment of an 
especially sharp dog registration 
law, and so on. 

On the heels of the new revenue 
system the legislature provided, it 
completely reviged and codified its 
school laws, made liberal provisions 
for its state institutions; sSegre- 
gated the ad valorem rate so that 
the proceeds from a specified mil- 
lage should go to common schools, 
and applied the same policy to pen- 
sioners. 

Let me quote that section of the 
revised statutes— 

The rate of taxation for state purposes 
shall be sixty-five one hundredths of one 
per cent per annum on the aesessed value of 
the taxable property within this state. 

There ig hereby levied for the purposes 
and upon the property hereinafter named, 
annual taxes as follows, to wit: (a) For 
the maintenance of the public schools of 
this state, thirty cents on each one hundred 
doliars of the assessed value of taxable 
property. (b) For the relief of needy Con- 
federate soldiers and sailors, resident citi- 
Alabama, and their widows, ten 
cents on each one hundred dollars of the 
assessed value of taxable property. (c) For 
the use of the gatate and to raise revenue 
therefor, twenty-five cents on each one hun- 
dred dollars of the assessed value of tax- 
able property. 

To explain, Alabama's ad valorem 
tax rate is, therefore— 

For state purposes, 2 1-2 mills, 

For cOmmen schools, 3 mills, 


For pensions, 1 mill.

Segregated Levy 
Stops Wrangling. 


The state levies, therefore, 6 1-2 
mills total as against 6 mills in 
Georgia; with a basis of valuations 
very much the same. 

Alabama’s levy being differenti- 
ated as to common schools and pen- 
sions these matters are not subjects 
for legislative wrangling before the 
appropriations committee and on 
the floors, as in Georgia—for which 
many people will say Alabama is 
to be congratulated. 

As I said, this 6 1-2 mills amounts 
each year to less than $4,000,000, 
and all but the 2 1-2 milis levy 
nfust go to common schools and 
pensions, hence it leaves leag than 
$2,000,000 of a state rand sabjeet te

The state’s institutions get each 
year more than the Income from the 
2 1-2 mills, as I shall show.

Montgomery, Ala., September 5.—(Special.)—The state of Alabama, 
with a population of around 600,000 less than Georgia, collects into its 
treasury in round figures $12,000,000 a year, and of this amount less 
than $4,000,000 all told comes from an ad valorem tax, that is a state 
tax on property, real, personal and public service. 

The state is absolutely on a “pay as you go” basis, with never a 
large surplus but with always enough money to meet its warrants with- 
out borrowing or pawning any of its availables.

Complete Restoration of 
Peace Marks Holiday in 
Area of the Recent Mine 
War. 


Charleston, W. Va., September 6. 
Labor day was fittingly observed 
in West Virginia by complete resto- 
ration of peace in the mining dis- 
tricts. 

For the first time since the start 
of the miners’ march in the middle 
fof August citizens had an oppor- 
tunity to turn their minds to some- 
thing else beside warfare.

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1921 Labor Day 
To Help Jobless 


Detroit, September 6.—Dedication 
of Labor Day, 1921, to the relief of 
the nation’s unemployed was pro- 


posed by Secretary of Labor Davis 
today in an address to the workers 
of Detroit. 

“In the past Labor Day has been 
a holiday in honor of the man who 
toils,” declared Secretary Davis. 
“This year it is a day that millions 
of our people would rather cele- 
brate, not by taking a holiday. but 
by going back to work at a job. 
Labor Day this year dawned on a 
Situation that calls to every loyal 
American for the best thought, the 
mightiest effort and the strongest 
faith he can summon. This year 
Labor Day must be dedicated first 
of all to meeting this imperative 
human need of the idle.” 

The dedication of the day to the 
relief of the unemployed, estimated 
by the labor secretary to number 
“nearly six million,””’ should carry 
with it, he said, a concerted effort 
on the part of all Americans, be 
they employers or employees. As 
measures of partial relief the secre- 
tary proposed the undertaking of 
public works, the distribution of 
work in mills “so that all may have 
jobs for at least part of the week,”’ 
and the shaking off of fear and the 
taking on of faith and courage. 

“Above all else we need to speak 
of fear and take on faith and cour- 
age,’ Mr. Davis asserted. “For the 
lack of that courage we are neglect- 
ing any number of large undertak- 
ings that would give a mighty shove 
to the great stalled engine of Amer- 
ican production.” 

The secretary in his address di- 
rected a message to the employers 
of the nation, declaring: 

Message to Employers. 


“Don’t set your wages by the 
hungry crowd at the gate to your 
mill. That is only a temporary 
wage. During the war the pendu- 
lum swung over to the side of the 
employees. Now it has swung back 
to your side. Play fair now and 
you will do more to stabilize your 
business and bring good _ feeling 
than anything else you can do. Keep 
in mind the fact that those men 
who are swarming around your 
gates looking for Work are the 
same human beings as yourself. 
They have the same aspirations for 
their families that you have for 
yours. Regulate matters now for 
the future and play the part of 
far-sighted wisdom,” 

T.y labor the secretary held out 
the assurance that “in spite of the 
occasional ‘hard-boiled’ employer, 
no true American business man en- 
tertains a serious thought of crush- 
ing the workmen’s organizations.” 

Want No Russia. 

“Let the open -shop mean what 
it says—open to all,” he added. 
“Any employer knows that crushing 
the unions cannot be done in the 
first place, he knows that it would 
not be safe in any case. We want 
no Russia in this country, no hordes 
of disorganized, leaderless men, re- 
duced to such a state of starvation 
that charity must go to their aid.” 

Opposition to the principle of the 
living wage also was expressed by 
Mr. Davis. 

“T am against the living wage,’ 
he said. “It is not enough. We 
need to hear something of the sav- 
ing wage. It is not enough for a 
man merely to exist, to meet the 
cost of living. whatever it is, to 
pay the rent, and buy food and 
clothing for his family. A man like 
the American workman needs, he 
earns, and he demands something 
more than that. He wants to save 
and he should and must be able

PROTEST CUTTING 
NUMBER OF NAMES 
FOR THE JURY BOX 


September 


Syivania, Ga., ..— 
(Special.)—About three hundred 
citizens Of Screven met at the 
courthouse here today and entered 
protest by resolution against the re- 
cent action of the jury revisers in 
dropping two-thirds of the names 
from the jury box. 

The meeting was called to order 
— wm. J. Walker. 8. C. Jenkins 
was elected chairman and “°%S., R. 
Sowell, secretary. After a number 
of taiks resolutions were- unani- 
mously adopted requesting Judge 
H. SG. Strauge to pass an order 
requiring the revisers to reopen the 
revision and supplement the list al- 
ready made until] at least one-half 
the voters who are eligibie for 
jury duty be placed upon the jury 
list. 

It seems that the jury revisers 
reduced the number in the jury box 
from about nine hundred to three 
hundred and nineteen and jt is 
claimed that this will not be a suf- 
ficient number in certain cases and 
might require a change of venue. 

The new, body. of jury xrevisers, 
who were appointed by Judge A. B. 
Lovett, of the superior court, while 
on the bench, met about a month 
ago. and made a sweeping reduc- 
tion in the number of names in 
both the grand jury and traverse 
jury boxes. The new revisers are 
ew. Mmopbins, T. L. Bnoecks, J. O. 
Manor, Orren Burke, G. M. Hill and 
W. H. Lovett. 

Since that time there has been 
criticism of their action in many 
parts of the county, jit being charg- 
ed by some that the revision was 
made solely with a view to secure 
convictions in liquor cases. AS a 
number of good prohibitionists were 
left off, however, this does not 
seem to have been the only rea- 
son. The fury revisers themselves 
have made no statement regarding 
the matter, but some of their friends 
have stated that their action in 
leaving the names of many good 
citizens out of the jury box was 
not a reflection on their characters 
or their qualifications as jurors, 
but that they simply selected a suf- 
ficient number of good citizens, as 
they thought, for court purposes, 
and did not deem it necessary to 
put every man’s name in at one 
time, as the law did not state that 
this shculd be done.

Paris, September 5.—There is a 
big cloud on the political horizon 
of France, and it is getting bigger 
minute. The Tiger, Clemen- 
whom the socialists are jeer- 
tingly calling ‘‘the old master,” is 
showing: signs of restiveness. He 
has made a speech at Corsica in de- 
fense of the Versailles treaty. Now 
the announcement is made that in 
collaboration with Tardieu, Man- 
del and Ignace, he is going to edit 
anew magazine, the first issue of 
which will be published in No- 
vember. 

If the Tiger actually is planning 
his re-entry: into the pelitical field, 
he could hardly have chosen a bet- 
ter moment. Briand’s position 1s 
weak. His minister of finance is 
under fire on all sides as a result of 
the financial agreements with Ger- 
many, and the press is clamoring 
for resignations. 

The anniversary of the Marne has 
been seized in some quarters for the 
launching Of a bitter attack against 
the premier, accusing him of a vac- 
illatinge policy on every major inter- 
national issue. 

Many government forces appear to 
be rallying to the Tiger’s lead, ready 
to go over the top with him the 
moment parliament reconvenes in 
October. 

As for Clemenceau’s magazine, 
the Tiger has repeatedly declared 


that having started four papers in 
his lifetime, he would never start

another. But now he admits that 
the present situation has led him

Says Will Hays 


St. Louis, September 5.—Economic 
difficulties and industrial problems 
which now seem serious can be and 
Will be solved in only one way and 
that is by finding exact justice and 
enforcing it, Postmaster General 
Hays declared here today in a La- 
bor day address before the annuial 
convention of the National Associa- 


tion of Letter Carriers. 

“Every problem is soluable,” Mr. 
Hays asserted. “it is simuply a mat- 
ter of square deal, : 

“Live and let iive is not enough,” 
Mr. Hays continued, “we must live 
and help live in America. ‘The labor 
of the country constitutes its 
strength and its wealth. It is the 
country’s greatest asset and is en- 
titled to and must receive fair rep- 
resentation in all the councils of 
the nation. The better that labor 
is conditioned, the higher its reward 
and the wider its opportunities and 
the greater its comforts and re- 
finements, the better will be our 
civilization and safer will be our 
government, the more Sacred our 
homes. 

“For mryself, I am convinced that 
the- true solution of the questions 
arising between labor and capital 
lies in an awakened public con- 
science. in a thorough inculcation 
of the s>irit of a fair dealir~- among 
men, then in organization and in 
wise humane leadership and in the 
establishment of boards of conscilia- 
tion or arbitration which are ebso- 
lutely free from the polluting touch 
af selfish interests or political dem- 
agopues, to which the interests 
concerned may freely and confident- 
ly appeal. 

“T believe, too, that we must de- 
velop a reasonable method for hon- 
est and efficient labor to havé an 
opportunity to acquire an interest 
in the business to which it is ex- 
pected to give its best efforts. 
Pending this deveolpment, the 
equilibrium between production anJ 
wages must be established and 
maintained and there must be jus- 
tice for all—exact justice for la- 
por, exact justice for capjtal and 
exact justice for the public, the 
third side of the triangle which, 
of course, be lost 
sight ‘of.’ 

Mr. Hays’ speech was devoted 
largely to affairs of the postoffice 
department and to his “300,000 part- 
ners” in the service, of whom he 
said there:are “no better set of 
men and women in the world.”

cash with which to finance his 
operations, and it very properly ex- 
tends credit on stocks of merchan- 
dise. 
It would be equally within its 
province, and certainly as helpful 
to society in general, for it to help 
those whose chief assets are their 
industry, their character and their 
will to be good citizens, to provide 
homes of their own. 

If there is any class of citizens 
deserving of special consideration 
of their government it is that com- 
posed of the producers, who are 
without their own homes, but who 
are ready and willing to make any 
reasonable’ sacrifice to enable 
them to own the shelter of their 
family. 

By the provisions of a com- 
mendable act of congress, water 
power is considered worthy col- 
lateral for federal assistance. 

Surely, water power is not pref- 
erable to man power; nor is 
hydro-electric development more 
essential to the govérnment than 
character development, and the 
development of good citizenship— 
which essentially go hand in hand 
with home-ownership! 

The government has helped 
thousands of poor men to build 
homes and become independent 
and prosperous in the irrigated 
districts of the west. 

Why should it not do as much 
for any man in city or country, 
who wants a home, is willing to 
work and pay for it, principal and 
interest, and the title to which 
will not leave the government 
until the loan is liquidated, thus 
securing the advance?

| The Lesson to Be 
Learned From the 
Pellagra Scare 


(From The Southern Medical 
Journal.) 

The vigorous denial by the south- 
ern health officers that famine ex- 
ists and that pellagra is increasing, 
or that it is prevalent to an alarm- 
ing extent anywhere in the south 
will help to dispel the slander, but 


there should be a systematic ef- 
fort to give to other sections of 
the country the facts regarding the 
health conditions in the south. If 
the wood people in the north and 
west knew that there are less than 
10,000 cases of pellagra among the 
35,000,000 people living in an area 
of more than 1,000,000 square miles, 
they would realize that pellagra is 
a comparatively rare disease in the 
south. If they Knew that there 
is not the slightest chance for an- 
other epidemic of yellow fever in 
any Gulf port, and that malaria 
and hook worm are negligible dis- 
eases in all but a few localities 
in the south, and that the death 
rates of the whites in the south 
are lower than the white death 
rates in the north, many of them 
would move their families to the 
south where cheap lands, fertile soil 
and balmy climate offer the greatest 
advantages to the farmer, If these 
facts were Known in New England 
the cotton mills would come to the 
cotton fields, and if they were 
known to other sections of the 
country our mineral and other jn- 
dustrial resources would be de- 
veloped in a way that would amaze 
the world. 
The South’s Opportunity. 

It is to be hoped that the good 
which is said to come out of evil 
will in this case result in the well 


directed effort-to teach the people 
of other sections of the country that 
men, women and children can en- 
joy as good health, and do more 
work and make more money, in the 
balmy climate of the south than 
they can_in any other section of 
the country. General Gorgas proved 
in Cuba and on the Canal Zone 
that the white man can live and 
accomplish as much in the tropics 
as in colder climates. He predict- 
ed that with the elimination of 
tropical diseases the future centers 
of industry and population would 
move to the tropi¢es. Agricultural 
and industrial development must 
first come to the temperate gone 
and these and many blessings wil] 
come to the south when the living 
conditions here are known to the 
millions now living in less favored 
climates. 


Another lesson that may be learn- 
ed from the good intentions of mis- 
guided men is that we should “keep 


our house in order.’”’ Goldberger’s 
propaganda will be helpful to the 
if our health authorities can 
be made to realize that malnutri- 
tion is the great predisposing cause 
of many diseases, including pella- 
gra and tuberculosis.

APOCRYPHAL NASAL CATAHRRH., 

J. L. McK. writes: “I am a con- 
stant reader of your articles. You 
say catarrh is a myth. Well, I 
have s80-called naSai catarrh, and I 
should be pleased to learn what it 
is and how to rid myself of the 
malady.” 

F. D. P. writes: “I seem to have 
something—I hope you will not 
tell me there is no such thing, but 
even if there isn’t, you’ll know what 
T mean—something like  catarrh. 
You don’t call it that, but we do, 
and of course you understand what 
is meant. I have catarrh of the 
head. Can you suggest a formula 
for this.’’ 

F. S. writes: “Would you be 
good enough to explain exactly 
what nasal catarrh is, and whether 
there is a real cure for it. I saw 
an offer by Dr. who promised 
to remove the trouble in 30 days. 
Do you know anything of “his 
treatment and whether he is reli- 
able?’’ 

The idea that there is some spe- 
cific or characteristic disease state 


designated by the name of catarrh 
is a myth. But unfortunately it is 
true that many different disease 
conditions of the nose cavity or lin- 
ing in particular are confused un- 
der the name of catarrh by the 
laitv and by healers preying on 
popular ignorance and by poorly 
trained practicing physicians. I 
blush to admit that we have in the 
profession a number of doctors, 
many of them with large and lu- 
crative practices, who are incapa- 
ble of examining and diagnosing 
ordinary cases of nasal disease and 
who feel that such care is unnéc- 
essary. ; 

Now, let us see what a layman 
thinks “catarrh” is. I quote phrases 
from many letters concerning this 
apocryphal state: “‘more or less 
constant mucous discharge,” “hawk- 
ing and dropping of mucug in my 
throat,” “can't breathe freelv 
through my nose,” “one side always 
running,” etc. These symptoms have 
been played up by the “catarrh spe- 
cialists’’ so long that the credulous 
layman has really accepted them 
as conclusivé. Therefcre when a 
doctor who is not seeking to ex- 
ploit the catarrh myth asserts that 
there ig no such disease, state or 
condition ag ‘“catarrh”’” the good 
layman can’t follow him 

Among the actual disease states 
which may cause one of ancther of 
the symptoms quoted [ may men- 
tion the following. Foreign body 
lodged in the nose, diphtheria of 
the nose lining, adenoids, diseased 
tonsils, simple chronic inflama- 
tion of the lining of the nose, over- 
growth or thickening of the spongy 
or turbinate bodies in the nose, 
septic infections of one Or another 
of the accessory air spaces or sin- 
uses communicating with the eay- 
ity of the nose, and various other 
conditions which it may be as well 
not to mention here. 

The very diversity of conditions 
which the unenlightened layman 
confuses under the name of = “ca- 
tarrh” ought to suggest to any 
sensible person the worthiessnesa Of 
any treatment purporting to cure 
“catarrh.” , 

The victim of alleged “catarrh,” 
if he ig wise, will take no stock 
in “catarrh treatment,” but consult 
a physician who can 4nd will de- 
termine what may be the matter 
and apply such treatment as the in- 
dividual condition may require.

Hunger, typhus, cholera and ex- 
haustion are carrying off hundreds 
of these miserable fugitives, young 
children falling victims readily to 
the famine and its attendant 
seourges. Bedraggled and ragged 
refugees are constantly carrying 
pine coffins toward the cemetery, 
where unpainted wooden crosses 
mark hundreds of new graves, 
Which have been dug since the 
flight before the advancing famine 
began. From fifty to one hundred 
Starving children are gathered up 
daily from the streets, or turned 
over to the central refuge by ‘par- 
ents who cannot feed them. Many 
of these little sufferers have ty- 
pPhus fever, but the hospitals are 
without beds and medicine. 

Doubt Good News. 


Samara's only newspaper, a single 
sheet of brown paper, has printed 
an announcement that the Amer- 
ican relief administration’s workers 
have reached Moscow and that 300,- 
000 ctons of American food is en 
route to Russia. The discouraged» 
and\hungry population, however, is 
loath to believe that aid will come, 
and with Russian stoicism, the 
thousands of refugees moving 
through this great railway center 
are camping along the highways 
and endeavoring to obtain railway 
rides to any-place where food may 
be secured, Viadimir Soksolsky, 
chairman of the Samara provincial 
soviet, told the Associated Press 
last week that 500 carloads of seed 
grain had already arrived from 
Moscow, and that enough Was ex- 
pected to enable the peasants of 
Samara province to sow approxi- 
mately 1,000,000 acres of wheat for 
the next harvest. Samara usually 
plants an area of ten times this ex- 
tent, Dut this year the area sown 
amcunted to only 4,000,000 acres 
almost a failure 
because of the drought. 

Although transportation is diffi- 
M. Soksolsky said the entire 
peasant population of 2,500,000 
would be depengent upon outside 
food by November. Already 100,000 
peasants are without -bread, this 
number including 50,000 children. 

Mothers Kill Children. 

Conditions at Semayenkena, a vil- 
lage 30 miles from Samara and re- 
mote from railway or river commu- 
nications, are typical of the misery 
existing throughout the province of 
Samara. The peasants there are 
eating bread made from melon 
rinds, sunflower seed and grass 
seed. One mother killed her baby 
last week, saying she could not bear 
to see it starve. Other mothers 
are threatening to kill their chil- 
dren. One woman with six chil- 
dren said to the Associated Press: 

“You know, it takes children ga 
Jong to die. It is too horrible to 
watch them shrivel up.” 

One old woman showed the corre- 
spondent a loaf of moldy green 
bread and then, pointing to a flour 
mili surmounted by a wind-wheel, 
she begged: 

“Send us something to grind. If 
has been so long since there has 
been any real bread.’’ 

Hundreds of famiiies were mov~ 
ing toward Samara when the corre- 
spondent passed through Semayens< 
kena. They were carrying all their 
belongings on rickety wagons, 
drawn by starved horses which 
were dropping dead by the wayside.

Harding Popular 
After Six Months 


Country, However, With- 
holds Judgment Pending 
End of Big Issues. 


BY ROBERT J. BENDER, 

United News Staff Correspondent. 

Washington, September 6.—The 
first six months of President Har- 
ding’s administration is more a 
Story of the development of the man 
than it is a chronicle of legislative 
achievements. 

Harding, emerging from compara- 
tive obscurity, which might find a 
near-paralle] in the case of Grover 
Cleveland, was suddenly precipi- 
tated into the highest office of the 
land. It was natural, therefore. thar 
the people of the country, business 
men, farmers and al] other classes, 
were first interested in the man 
himself. Harding’s efforts to ac- 
quaint them with their new execu- 
tive have been highly successful. 
There is no queStioning his wide- 
Spread personal popularity today. 

Meantime, the country, however, 
ls reserving judgment on his ad- 
Ministration. After six months the 
three leading issues to be under- 
taken by the new regime—tax re- 
vision, tariff and the disarmament 
conference—are not yet completed. 
Upon the practical results of these 
three prime administration efforts 
will depend the ultimate popular 
reaction to Harding, personally, and 
to his administration. 

Contrast in Method. 


‘As for Harding himself, the first 
six months of his executive diree- 
tion have thrown an interesting 
light upon the man. Following 
Woodrow Wilson, who wag an in- 
Satiable worker; who never took 
full advantage of his power to dele- 
fate authority to his subordinates, 
who finally collapsed physically be- 
cause of his unchangeable policy 
of taking ful] responsibility for al] 
the acts of his government and per- 
sonally doing most of them himself, 
Harding offers a tremendous con- 


trast. 

“The president, after all.” Har- 
ding confided in an address to army 
officials at the War college the oth- 
er day, “is merely the agency em- 
ployed to focus the judgment and 
knowledge of those who must. nec- 
essarily, actually conduct the af- 
fairs of this government.” 

And this is the policy that Har- 
ding has employed from the outset 
of his administration. Upon 
tary Hughes he has delegated ful] 
authority to conduct the interna- 
tional affairs. He relies absolutely 
upon Hughes’ judgment. Upon Sec- 
retaries Hoover and Mellon he has 
delegated equal authoritv to handle 
economic problems. These men 
study their troublesome questions, 
reach decisionS and then report 
these decisions to the president. The 
chances are that, were the record 
of these confidential audiences made 
public, it would be found that Har- 
ding had never Overruled the judg- 
ment of his secretaries. 


When Cabinet Meets. 


Frequently these reports are made 
at cabinet meetings before action 
is taken. Then Hughes or Hoover 
or Mellon wil] give a brief sum- 
mary of what a given situation is. 
what should be done, how it has 
been decided to be done, and there 
yet is to cOMme a time when it has 
not been stated afterward that the 
cabinet was “in full accord” with 
the course suggested by any of 
them. Fully as frequently. how- 
ever. the cabinet meetings will hear 
a report of what Hughes or Hoover 
have already gone ahead and done 
—of course, with the sanction of 
the president. By any large cabi- 
net meetings do not embrace the 
deen, dark. serious discussions and 
decisions frequently attributed to 
them. 

It is this policy of Harding’s—to 
let his chosen experts do the work 
while the executive presides more 
to focus judgment than to offer it— 
that has met with such popular ap- 
proval in the business world. One 
finds it everywhere in talking with 
men of affairs who, like millions of 
others, did not know Harding when 
he stepped into the white house 
and have been eager to study and 
know more of him since. 

Yet, says Harding, in explaining 
his attitude toward his office, ‘“‘no 
man, not even a superman, could di- 
rect the United States if it were 
otherwise.” 

Many Diversions. 

This; too, explains why Harding 
indulges in more diversions, per- 
haps, than any executive the white 
house has ever known, with the 
possible exception of Taft. His lit- 
tle week-end trips, his almost. daily 
golf, his several vacations, his fre- 
quent social calls about the city in 
the evening—permitting of more 
hours of relaxation during his first 
six months perhaps than Wilson en- 
joyed in any single year of his 
terms—can all be attributed to his 
confidence in hig cabinet and the 
authority he has delegated them to 
act. 

Harding is enjoying his office. 
He looks fitter than when he en- 
tered the white house. He feels so 
good he even protests against the 
sleep General Sawyer, his personal 
physician, is constantly prescribing. 

“Sawyer, I’m tired sleeping and 
I’m not going to sleep any more 
today,’’ the president said recently 
when Sawver thought he was over- 
doing a bit. 

Even Mrs. Harding has joined tn 
the president’s aim to delegate au- 
thority. She won’t let him direct 
affairs at the mansion. 

“The president is the boss in his 
office. I am the boss here,” she 
made it clear, on an occasion when 
Harding had sought to make one 
domestic arrangement while she had 
planned another and the servants 
didn’t know just which “boss” to 
obey.

PLAN INVESTIGATION 
OF LIQUOR PERMITS 


Washington, September 5.—Inves- 
tigation of all outstanding lNquor 
permits is to be begun shortly and 
many cancellations may follow, pro- 
hibition enforcement officials said 
today. 

Some time will be required, offi- 
cialis declared, to subject to close 
scrutiny the thousands of permits 
authorizing the withdrawal and sale 
of intoxicating beverages, but it is 
the intention of dry authorities to 
comb out all but pona fide usera 
of the certificates. 

Officials asserted that at present 
the prohibition enforcement Dbu- 
reau has no accurate infor- 
mation as to how many out- 
Standing permits are forgeries or 
being used for illegal purposes. By 
taking up each individual permit 
in the light of an original appli- 
cation, however, officials hope te 
limit the prohibition bureau’s awe 
thorizations considerably and cow-> 
fine them wholly to the purposes 
defined by the national prohibitien 
act.

“Money Crop. 
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Delaying of Tax 
Bill’s Effective 
Date Disappoints 


BY FRANCIS H, SISSON, 
Vice President Guaranty Trust Co., 
of New York.

New York, September 5.—The new 
revenue bill, which, according to 
estitnates, will reduce the revenue 
collections to about $3,300,000,000 
for the current fiscal year and to 
$2,779,670,000 in 1923, when the new 
rates will be fully reflected in rev- 
enue receipts, repeals the excess 
profits tax, increases the corpora- 
tion income tax rate, repeals many 
of the so-called “nuisance taxes,” 
the transportation taxes, except 
those imposed on telegraph and 
telephone messages, and effects a 
number of other important changes. 
The most significant feature of 
these changes is the repeal of the 


excess profits tax and the reduc- 
tion of the surtaxes Business in- 
terests have looked forward to the 
elimination of these taxes, but tiie 
postponement of the effective date 
to January 1, 1922, meets with the 
general dissatisfaction of industries 
which have confidently expected 
this relief during the current year. 
The cOntinuance of these taxes will 
undoubtedly have a tendency to de- 
fer business revival. It is, how- 
ever, still possible that the action 
of the house may be reversed by 
the senate and the repeal made ef- 
fective ag of the beginning of the 
calendar year. 

Notwithstanding the fact that the 
bill, in its present form, does not 
materially reduce the current vear’s 
tax burden, many of its provisions 
are such that the bill, in some re- 
spects, may be characterized as a 
constructive measure and an im- 
provement on the present law. A 
much needed provision has been in- 
cluded in the bill, whereby it is 
possible for the taxpaver, with the 
agreement of the commissioner,’ to 
have a final determination of hie 
tax liability which cannot. there- 
after be subject to reopening éx- 
cept for fraud. Another important 
proposed change in the bill is the 
inclusion of the net loss provision. 
which permits losses of one year 
to be offset by the profits of next 
succeeding year or the second suc- 
ceeding vear. if the income of the 
year following the loss is not suf- 
ficient. 

The new provision in the bill for 
the benefit of Americans engaged 
in business in foreign countries 
should be of materia) assistance in 
enabling our industries to partici- 
pate in world trades. Under the 
present law, citizens of the United 
States and domestic corporations 
are taxed on their entire net in- 
come from whatever source derived. 
The new bill taxes American busi- 
ness concerns, 80 per cent or more 
of whose income was derived from 
sources Without the United States, 
only such part of their income as is 
derived from sources within the 
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Lwerpool Cotton.
